On this score, the report in 1911 of 
the Rallroad Securities Commission, 
headed by President Hadley of Yale 
University, was quoted to show that 
“the capital needed for the develop- 
ment and the improvement of the 
mileage already existing is enormous, 
even if we build no new mileage at 
all. The outstanding stock and debt of 
the railways in the United States av- 
erage leas than $60,000 a mile of line. 
The average capitalization per mile 
of railroads in Germany is $109,000; 
in France, $137,000: in Belgium, 
$177,000; in Great Britain, $265,000, 
largely due to improvements which 
we have not yet made, and many of 
which we must make itn the future 
as population grows denser. The 
thousands of millions of dollars need- 
ed for these purposes must be raised 
by the sale of securities.” 

THE PRESENT PROBLEM. 

“Stating the problem in a nutshell,” 
said Vice-President Herrin, “the rail- 
ways cannot compete with other in- 
dustries in obtaining money for their 
needs unless their earnings approxi- 
mate the rate of return gained by such 
industries, If railway earnings are 
less than this, capital will seek invest- 
ment in other securities, leaving the 
railways without funds needed. The 
securities offered by railroads must. 
at least, equal in attractiveness those 
offered by other industries, or capital 
will avold railroad investments. 

“It is a matter of common know!l- 
edge that for the last three or four 
years it has been very difficult for 
the railroads to secure upon rea- 
sonable terms the money actually 
needed by them. I do not ignore 
the fact that the stringency of the 
money market affects all other enter- 
prises, including the efforts of States 
and municipalities to borrow money. 
But the railways are under special 
disadvantage in that they cannot 
raise their rates without the consent 
of governmental authority, while oth- 
er corporations and individuals, free 
from such regulation, may raise 
their prices and thus secure a return 
to meet new financial conditions—~ 
and State and municipal corporations 
may, of course, rely upon the prac- 
tically unrestrained power of taxation 
to secure necessary funds. 

UNCERTAINTY OF RATES. 


“Now, if the present tariff rates 
were certain to be continued so long 
as the earnings were necessary to the 
finances of the railways, it would stil! 
be difficult under present 
for them to secure the money wur- 
gently needed for improvements. But 
the railways cannot deal with this 
subject upon the assurance that pres- 
ent rates will be continued: on the 
contrary, rate reductions are being 


| made from time to time by the In- 


terstate Commerce Commission and 
by State railroad commissions, and 
applications for increases in rates 
have generally been unsuccessful, so 
that the governmental power to fix 
rates overshadows the situation as a 
menace which makes it practically 
impossible at the present time for the 
railways to secure any  ilong-ti 
loans, or any loans upon reasonab 
rates of interest. P 

“I assume that present financial 
conditions are temporary, and that in 
the near future we may expect the 
return to normal conditions; it is in 
view of such normal conditions that 
we should consider these questions, 
and if we assume the most favorable 
financial conditions, the fact still re- 
mains that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and the State raliroad 
commissions, with the power vested 
in them to fix rates, may make it dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, for the rail- 
roads to obtain money needed. That 
is to way, if the power of regulation 
is so exercised as to force reductions, 
which, if accepted, must result in 
bankruptcy, the relief which might be 
given by the courts after tedious and 
costly litigation would hardly invite 
the investment of private capital. 
Even though the capital already in- 
vested could be protected against 
arbitrary reductions, it could not be 
expected that new capital would be 
found to run the risk of further liti- 
gation. and, as President Roosevelt 
has sald, an arbitrar; rate reduction 
might put a complete stop to the ef- 
fort to provide better transportation. 
Bo we are forced to the conclusion 
that it rests with the railroad com- 
missions, State and national, to de-

Findings of Superior Court Judges 
Are Sustained by the District Court 


of Appeal... 

The District Court of Appeal yes- 
terday affirmed the decision of Su- 
perior Court Judge Houser in favor 
of the plaintiff in the action brought 
by W. H. Taylor against the Simi Con- 
struction Company, to recover on a 
note given by the latter. The note 
was given December 26, 1911, to John 
W. Sharpe, to be paid three days aft- 
er water had been turned on twenty- 
five or more acres of land subscribed 
by the stockholders of the Moorpark 
Irrigation Company.

WHILE-SHADOWE 
DRINKS POISON 


Orange County Financier 
Dies to Avoid Arrest. 
Alleged to Have Been Thou- 
sands of Dollars Short. 


Santa Anans Shocked by the 
Unexpected Tragedy. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 20.—With 
shortage of between $15,000 and $17,- 
000, Nathan A. Ulm, secretary of the 
Orange County Mutual Building and 
Loan Association, last night took cy- 
anide of potassium ‘and died. No 
clap of thunder could have been 
more startling to the citizens of Or- 
ange County, among whom Ulm for 
years has been foremost in numerous 
affairs. 

Yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
State Bullding and Loan Commis- 
sioner George Walker reported to the 
directors of the association that Ulm 
was short between $15,000 and $17,- 
000. Walker took the books of the 
association from Ulm and turned 
them over to the directors. The di- 
rectors decided not to take criminal 

but for fear Ulm might leave 
the ‘ountry a watch Was set upon 
him. Ulm doubtless observed officers 
shadowing him, and he took the 
tragic route out of his difficulties. 

While Constable Frank Heard and 
Deputy Sheriff Stacey watched Ulm's 
book store, Ulm slipped away, went 
home about &8 o'clock, and at 9% 
o'clock his dead body, stretched out 
upon the bed, was found by a Span- 
ish girl who works at the Ulm home, 
No. 818 East Second street. Ulm had 
removed only his shoes and collar 
before taking the dose of poison. 

Ulm's suicide may have headed off 
a warrant of arrest. In the evening, 
when Dr. Cc. D. Ball and Attorney 
H. J. Forgy asked Sheriff Ruddock to 
set a watch upon Ulm and arrest 
him should he attempt to leave town, 
Ruddock said he knew no bluff would 
work with Uim. Ulm at one time was 
county jafler under Sheriff Nichols. 
But the watch was set, and when, 
about 9 o'clock, Constable Heard con- 
cluded that Ulm was gone, Ruddock 
insisted upon getting a warrant.

In the report 
of his association, to which it after- 
ward developed that Ulm forged Dr. 
Ball's name, he saw the item under 
lMabilities, “Overdrafts and bills pay- 
able, $4400." Dr. Ball knew that 
there was a $17,000 note at the First 
National Bank that should have been 
included. 

Immediately Dr. Ball went to Les 
Anegeles after Commissioner Walker, 
and yesterday Walker arrived here 
and began examining Ulm’s books. 
To the @rectors, Walker stated that 
Uim's explanations were all vague. 
When asked about the item discovered 
by Dr. Ball, Ulm said: “That is an 
old affair.” 

Among the earliest developments 
was the fact that Ulm had forged Dr. 
Ball's name to a $17,000 note. Why 
he should have done so is not known. 
The apsociation had a note at the 
First National Bank for $17,000. A 
renewal was asked. Dr. Ball would 
have signed the renewal note, but 
was not asked to-do so by Ulm. Ulm 
turned the note back with Dr. Ball's 
name signed to it. The only explana.
